Sold oꝛ Erchanged, any Co2dage oꝛ Cable-Yarn whatſoever,ready Wrought,and Made in parts beyond 
the Seas (other then ſuch as (ball be Made in Ruſſia of the Hemp of the Gꝛowth of that Countrey,) upon 
pain of Fozfeiting all that by Law is Fozfeitable, and ſuch other Puniſhment as by the Law, oz His 
Majeſties Pꝛerogative Royal, may be inflicted upon the Contemners of His Royal Authozity, And 
His Majeſty doth further Charge and Require the Commiſſioners of His Cuſtoms, Controllers, 
Searchers, and Officers of His Pots and all other Perſons whatloever, to Setze any Coꝛdage oz Parn 
that (hall be Impoꝛted, Sold, oz Erchanged, contrary to His Majeſties Pleaſure herein Declared, and 
5 to be Diligent and Careful in the Pꝛebenting the Impoꝛtation of the Cozdage and Parn hereby Pꝛohibit⸗ 
; ed, and the Diſcovery of the lame, to the end the Offenders may be duly Puniſlzed; His Majeſty alſo Com⸗ 
manding all Juſtices of the Peace, Mayozs, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Conſtables, and other Officers what⸗ 
ſoever, to be Aiding and Aſſiſting in all things Requiſite foz the Obſervation and due Execution ok
